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THE SOCIAL EVIL. 


THE REGISTRATION SYSTEM WORKS IN 
S&T. LOUIS. 

Sr. Lovis, April 4.—The committee re- 
cently appointed by the Board of Liealth to 
examine into the workings of the social evil 
law, made an claborate report to the Board 
last night, from which the following facts are 
taken: The whole number of prostitutes 
registered when the law went into operation 
Was seventeen hundred and eighteen; the 
number now registered is four hundred and 
eizhty, a decrease of two hundred and thirty- 
eight. The number of houses of ill-fame in 
the city when the law went into effect was 
a hundred and nineteen, the number now in 
the city 90, The number of inmates diseased 
at first was fifty-eight, the number now eigh- 
teen. Since the first8regisration two hundred 
and twenty nine women have been added to 

ne registry list, making the total number in 
the city 947, which makes the actual decrease 
in this class of women 467. 

lie report further states that the gencral 
sanitary condition of these women has been 
greatly improved under the operations of the 
law. Of the total number of women regis- 
tered, it has been ascertained that 702 became 

} rostitules from choice, 101 because seduced, 

+ because their husbands treated them badly, 
me 57 from necessity, The number of men 
s-eking the society of these women has de- 

crease d since the law went into force, not- 
withst: inding the increased chances of immu- 
nity from disease. This is attributed, how- 
ever, mainly to the fact that the men secking 
such society are taken more notice of by the 
officers of the law. The report also states 
that the whole number of cases of venereal 
disease created in the hospital and charitable 
institutions of the city for eight months pre- 
vious to the social evil law, was 539; and the 
number treated in the same institutions for 
the cight months the law has been in opera- 
tion 174; showing a decrease of 71 per cent.
